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COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION 


The  main  purpose  of  this  institution  is  to  educate  young  Germans, 
Magyars,  Ruthenians,  Italians,  etc.,  without  separating  them  too  far 
from  linguistic,  social  and  domestic  affinities  with  their  countrymen. 
The  plan  of  instruction  is  designed  to  furnish  a  compacted  course  of 
studies,  usually  taught  in  the  academy,  the  college  and  the  seminary. 


Entrance  Requirements 


Every  applicant  for  admission  must  bring  recommendations  from 
the  Session  of  his  Church. 

The  charge  to  students  who  are  members  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S.  A.  for  room-rent,  light  and  fuel  is  $25  per  annum; 
students  of  other  denominations  pay  for  room  rent,  light  and  fuel,  $50 
per  annum. 


Diplomas  and  Degrees 

The  Academic  Diploma  will  be  granted  only  to  such  students  as 
have  taken  our  full  Academic  Course  in  the  High  School  Department. 

The  Degree  of  B.A.  will  be  conferred  only  upon  such  students  as 
have  completed  our  full  Academic  and  College  Course  and  have  pre- 
sented a  satisfactory  thesis  of  not  less  than  two  thousand  words.
